Bension loées 
appeal against 
bankruptcy 


The Supreme Court yesterday re- 
jected an appeal by former Israel 
British Bank manager Yehoshua 
Bension, now serving a 12-year 
term for stealing §$47m. of bank 
clients’ money, against a declara- 
tion of baukruptey. The declara- 
tion, upheld earller by the Tel Aviv 
District Court, was issued because 
of Bension's failure to pay a IL25m. 
fine imposed ‘last year in addition 
to the prison sentence. 

The bankruptcy order was re- 
portedly issued to enable the State 
to lUquidate private assets belong- 
ing to Bension, which it could not 
previously touch, and to recover 
some of the money he stole while 

the bank into the ground. 

The Supreme Court rejected as 
“illogical” ‘Bension’s objections that 
the ‘State had aiready taken steps 
to levy the fine by attaching his 
property. It-has not yet ruled on

‘The country straddles the very end 
sof the Afro-Asian rift which ex- 
tends from the foothills of Mount 
Hermon to those of the central 
Malawi masalf. The St. Peter's fish 
that abound In the Kinneret are 
Ukewise plentiful in Lake Malawi,

Although some Malawis are 
devout Christians, for most of its 
people Israel, and especially 
Jerusalem, is ἃ hard-to-believe-in 
place floating somewhere half-way 
to heaven. For others, especially the 
growing number of secondary school

bf Malawi (then Nyasaland) 
broke away from the so-called 
“Rhodesian Federation.”

Israel's exports ‘to Malawi in- 
creased considerably last year.

time. , There is no significant upward trend since January. 
And this begs the question, whether the Government's eco- 
nomic policy may not be marking time as well. 

The way to abolish the trade gap (it has been said re- 
peatedly, yet must be said again) is to reduce domestic 
consumption, and make sure that manufacturers find it pro- 
fitable to market their goods abroad instead. These two 
measures are complementary. There is no point in making 
exports profitable if an over-sized local market swallows all 
the output. It is no good reducing demand for goods inside 
the country if there is no profit in shipping stuff overseas. 

As to internal demand, which should be held in check, 
private consumption is swelling at the rate of 5 per cent 
this year. As to export promotion, the monthly devaluations 
are only large enough to offset price inflation. In other words, 
they maintain the status quo, they keep exports as profitable 
as they were, and no more. 

Professor Micha Michaeli, of the Hebrew University, sug- 
gested a one-time 10 per cent devaluation over and above the 
mini-devaluations planned. That would give a good and exciting. 
reason for stepping up investment. The technical flexibility 
exists, and it is apparent in the performance of the farms 
‘and the metal industries. ‘

luation would give a big upward push to prices, and the 
unions do not like that.

Hoffman moves the subject to 
Watergate, just as a piece of fish 
escapes his chopsticks, which isn’t’ 
surprising, considering his lack of 
skill in handling them.

While he tries desperately with 
his work, he is more relaxed with 
his marriage.

Both Ann and I know that if we felt 
stunted, if we felt’ ourselves no 
longer growing, we would stop. 
It's as simple as that. I would 
leave her, she ‘would leave me.”

“THE ANCIENT GAME," “The 
Royal Game," ‘"The Jewish 
Gamo’’ — these are only a few of 
the nicknames given to the game 
of chess during the thousands of 
years of 18 existence. What is the 
secret of the game's vitality? Part 
of the answer lies in the fact that 
chess In its essence is an intellec- 
tual struggle with infinite 
possibilities. 

In life there are many forms of 
struggle. Their -common 
denominator are the basic prin- 
ciples; the difference Hes in the 
means of expression. In war ft is 
arms; In court — the tongue; In 
sports — the muscles; In chess — 
the 64 squarca on the board and 
the 32 pieces. 

Cheas {s the closest expreasion 
of war in its essence and spirit. 
The elements of a military opera- 
tion and the principies of warfare 
— planning (the objective), 
strategy, tactics, means of com- 
bat, manpower (material) and the 
conquest of the objective — were 
given their moat realistic and 
vivid expression in the game of 
chesa. 

The similarity of principles is

also the key to the question, 
“What are the characteristics of 
a good chess player?" Fundamen- 
tally, they are the same 
characteristics that make for a 
good military leader, a successful 
lawyer, or distinguished 
sportsman. It can be aafely 
assumed that if Napoteon would 
have dedicated hia life to chess, he 
would have become one: of the 
great chess masters of all times. 

In this connection, it would be 
appropriate to recall the old 
saying: "In order to win a chess 
hattle a player has to be lucky; 
but In order to be lucky he has to 
be daring." The same idea wag 
expressed by former world cham- 
pion Alexander Alekhine (1892- 
1946): ‘“The possibilitics in a bat- 
tle are given to those who have the 
abllity to create them." Just as a 
person of a passive nature ac- 
eomplishes very little in Hfe, 80 a 
chess player devoid of audacity, 
imagination and initiative will 
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always remain ‘just a good’ 


player" rather than a master. 

Of all the nicknames bestowed 
on cheags, the one closest to us is 
“The Jewish Game." Why is it 
that the Jews, who have always 
held a dominate position in the 
chess world, have failed to do as 
well when representing their own 
state? The answer to this qucation 
is quite slmple and can be for- 
mulated in the saying ''Glve us 
the tools, and we shall do the job." 
By the word '‘tools" we mean the 
creation of the necessary con- 
ditions for the growth of chess 
masters. 

Nat so many years ago only few 
believed that Israel could give 
birth to chess masters of the first 
magnitide, Today, with the 
successes of our leading young 


players in international events, 
this goa) is no longer utopia. There 
are many who tend to agree that 
Israel can achieve the status held 
by Jewish players in other coun- 
tries. feet 

Why were Jews always at- 
tracted to chess? One of the 
reasons is that chess, just as the 
Talmud, is based on logic. Asked 
about his chess credo, former 
world champion Tigran Petrosian 
said after the 1966 world cham- 
pionship match with Borls 
Spassky: ‘I believe only in a 
logical and sound play. I am deep- 
ly convinced that in chess, though 
it is a game, there is no coin- 
cidence."' 

Logic persuades any person, 
regardiecss of age or origin. It is 
for this reason that it has been 
said that chess is a game good for 
7-ycar-olds just as it is for 70-year- 
old people. And in the perturbed 
world of today, chess can serve as 
a bridge between worlds apart. 

In chess there 18 no place for 
arguments; there are facts which 
speak for themselves; win, loose 
or draw. And though there is hard- 
ly a fact without an inner mean- 


ing, what counts from a sporting 
point of view is the result: The 
number of points accumulated by 
a player in tournament. 

The tournament table — like life 
itself — is cruel and without any 
compromises. But one should not 
overlook the basic difference: 
after losing a game there is 
always a possibility to play 
another, 

Can chess be useful in life? 
There is hardly any doubt about it. 
It teaches the power of concentra- 
ton, essential for success in any 
field of human activity; it teaches 
one to lose without being crushed 
morally; it develops the ability to 
defend patently inferior positions. 

A person who occupies himself 
with chess, professionally or as a 
hobby, does not live in a vacuum. 
He is connected by a myriad of in- 
visible strings to other domains in 
which a human being 1s active. 
This is the reason why a person's 
charactcr can be recognized 
through his chess games. As 
William Napier put it: “It has 
been said of chess that human life 
is not long enough for it; it is the 
fault of life, not chess." D

YOU FIND WHHPELS within 
wheels when you begin In- 
vestigating what's behind the 
First World Jewish Film and 
Television Festival which opens 
at the Jerusalem Theatre on Bun. 
day. The festival itaelf turns out to 
-be almoat incidental. Yet it will be 
attended by 800 delegates from 80 
countries — television executives, 
film producers, writers, directors, 


representatives of Jewish - 


organizations. 

The publicity emphasizes the 
contest for the gold, silver and 
bronze prizes to be awarded to 
three films out of the 60 to be 
screened (150 entries were sub- 
mitted from all over the world). 
But the real purpose of the 
festival, the innermost wheel 
which turns all the others, and 
about which little has yet been 
said publicly, is to have the 
festival serve as the Jaunching 
pad for a World Jewish Com- 
munications Centre in Israel). 

This centre, if it materializes, 
will provide world-wide distribu- 
tion for filma on Jewish subjects, 
regardless of where they are made 


: or by whom. It will also produce 


and co-produce films on Jewish 
subjects. Melville Mark, who is

MR. MARK [5 an ex-kibbutznik 
and member of the Haganah who 
currently heads Melville Mark 
International, a Geneva-based 
public relations firm that organiz- 
ed the Montreaux Film Festival. 
He points out that about 150 films 
on Jewish subjects arc already be- 
ing made every year, mostly for 
television, by TV networks and in- 
dependent film producers in many 
countries. Of the films produced 
on Jewish subjects in 1974 in 19 
countries, only two were made by 
TIaraelis; “Report on Jerusalem," 
and “Christ's Trial." Every one of 
the others was made to be shown 
in the country for which it was 
produced, and almost none of 
them was shown outside its coun: 
try of origin. Itallans made 
“Moses the Lawgiver" for Italy, 
Austrians made “Horz]'s Dream" 
for Austria, Germans made 
“Auschwitz Survivors’ for Ger- 
many, Americans made “ΤῸ be & 
Jew" for the United States, and so 
on, Mr. Mark believes: that the 
resulting loss to the cause of world 
Jewry is incalculable. 

The situation exists, Mr. Mark 
says, because there is no central 
exchange, or clearing house, or 
distribution centre — no World 
Jewish Communications Centre — 
to which anyone producing a film 
on a Jewish subject can send a 
print of the film. If there wero 
such a centre, a full description of 
the film would be included in a
